LONDON, March 21.—A_ general 
strike of all street car and omnibus 
men in London and suburbs began at 
midnight tonight. Metropolitan traf- 
fic tomorrow will be entirely crippled. 

The subway service will continue, 
since the subway workers are not 
members of the union with which the 
street car men and bus men are affili- 
ated. There are also some 250 “ pi- 
rate busses which will remain on 
the streets. 

The vast majority of these “ pi- 
rates are owned by from two to four 
ex-service men, who have bought their 
bus on the installment plan, and, being 
members of no union, recoghize no 
obligation to go out on strike with the 
employés of the London General Om- 
nibus company, which until compara- 
tively a few months ago owned or con- 
trolled every bus on the streets in 
London and environs. 

Approximately 41,000 workers will be 
Idle tomorrow as a result of the strike 
and some 2,000 street cars and 4,000 
busses will remain in the barns and 
garages. These vehicles normally 
carry some 5,000,000 pasengers daily, 
the vast majority of whom will be un- 
able to get to their work in offices and 
factories tomorrow morning.

$1,000,000 in spurious $10 bills around 
the country, were arrested last night 
in a raid staged with such suddenness 
that there was no chance for the note 
makers even to draw their guns. 
The raid was made by Lieut. William

supplied by federal agents, who had 
gathered their evidence im a three 
Lieut. Norton 
and his squad assisted in the work. 
The seven were taken in a saloon 
at 3107 Archer avenue, which is be- 
lieved to have been used as headquar- 
ters. No money making machinery 
was found. Investigators believe it 
was all confiscated in previous raids 
during the last two months, which al- 
ready had netted half a dozen other 
members of the gangs. 

Flood of Bogus Bills. 
The federal investigation started six 
months ago when spurious $10 bills be- 
gan to appear simultaneously in Chi- 
cago, Denver, Detroit, and Cleveland. 
All the bills were of the same type 
the Jackson series D-333. The serial, 
numbers always were G-56,637,746A, 
G-56,637,764A or G-56,637, 774A. 
Soon the notes began to appear in. 
many other cities and the authorities 
realized that they were dealing with a 
band whose activities were greater in 
scope than those of any other gang in 
recent years. Bert Brown, secret serv- 
ice man, was given the task of unearth- 
ing the counterfeiters. He spent sev- 
eral months getting Scquainted and 
finally joined the band. 

Brown found that the bills were be- 
ing handled on a fifty-fifty Basie—that 
is, they were sold to.agents for half 
their face value. He engineered the 
arrest of many members, but there 
were seven who always. escaped. A 
few days ago Brown ostensibly ar- 
ranged a sale of $10,000 in fake bills 
to be completed at a loop hotel. His 
counterfeiting confederates failed to 
show up with the money, so the raid 
was made. | 

All Seven Doubly Armed. 

When the detectives surprised the 
seven in the saloon, each of them 
carried two guns, but there was no 
chance to draw. 

Those arrested gave their names as 
Leo Trant, Albert Ellickson, James 
Farrell, Thomas Shine, Jacob Ende 
nanne, Thomas McDonald, and John 
Moore. 

Ellickson is well known to the po- 
lice, his criminal record extending back 
nine years. He was a suspect in the 
murder of Sergt. Frank J. McGurk in 
1920, was arrested in 1921 charged 
with a $1,500 saloon robbery, and back 
in 1915 was the leader of a holdup gang 
which terrorized the south side for 
many months.

Dances of Old and 
Far Away Revealed 
oe * 
by Gurdjieff Pupils 
BY EDWARD MOORE. 

A rather extraordinary performance 
took place at Orchestra hall last night 
It was the first appearance in Chicago 
of members of the Gurdjieff institute 
of Fontainebleau, France, presenting 
what was called a demonstration of 
ancient sacred art. 

In detail it consisted of various sac- 
red dances and ceremonials, ritual 
movernents, and the gymnastics out of 
which they are developed from the 
temples and monasteries of the orient, 
of Persia, Afghanistan, Turkestan, 
Tibet, and India. For this there was 
music, rated as being of high anti- 
quity, some taken down by investiga- 
tors in actual performances in the 
temples, others deciphéred from in-

It was not in any respect a theatri- 
ca} reproduction, in fact only a few 
were performed in costume. The rest 
were done in the white, pajama-like 
working costume of the dancers. But 
they were uncommonly interesting, if 
only from the fact that their effect 
came only from bodily expression. And 
this expression ran all the way from 
the ventral unease of the old streets 
of Cairo shows, through an ornate 
shimmy to some striking and lovely 
pictorial effects. 

Many were of extraordinary intri- 
cacy, the more so that it was an intri- 
cacy little known by the western world. 
Some of the bodily movements were 
in opposition to the rhythm of the 
music; in others the hands followed 
the music while the feet opposed it; 
in still others the positions were re- 
versed. There were some group cere- 
monials that would make the fortune 
of a modern stage manager if he knew 
how, to work them, for the members 
of each half of the group were all per- 
forming different movements and yet 
the two halves were in exact, geomet- 
ric symmetry. Seldom does one see 
such perfection of rhythm. The effect 
was rather breath taking. 

Another performance will be given 
at the Blackstone theater Monday 
night.
